(1) Unless the Contractor requests a smaller ambunt, the Government wi |l conpute each progress paynent as 80 percent of the
Contractor's total costs incurred under this contract whether or not actually paid, plus financing paynents to subcontractors (see
paragraph (j) of this clause), less the sumof all previous progress paynents made by the Government under this contract. The
Contracting Officer will consider cost of noney that woul d be allowabl e under FAR 31.205-10 as an incurred cost for progress paynent

pur poses.

(2) The anpunt of financing and other paynents for supplies and services purchased directly for the contract are limted to the
